Ten years ago, I put about $50.00 in Roses, not knowing where or what to buy. Today 
I have fewer Roses, but my experience is worth twice that amount to me. I have only the 
Dingee Roses, some from W. R. Gray, who has fine own root Roses but a limited stock, and some 
from the American Rose & Plant Company. All grafted Roses are dead. I am replacing them 
each year from one of the three nurseries and have found what Roses will stand and where to 
buy, and I do not let anyone tell me otherwise. Recently I had a discussion with a lady who was 
in favor of budded and grafted stock, and so heated the argument became that we drove to Mr. 
Gray’s and asked him what was best for the amateur to buy. He told her exactly the same things 
which I had said. Give her time, she will learn if she does not get discouraged. I won’t say 
I have never lost any own root Roses due to lack of knowledge and unusual climatic conditions, 
but if the buyer would just read the catalog and find out the habits of the Roses he is interested 
in there would be fewer losses. 

I very seldom lose a Rose now as I have found out how to winter them and my garden 
is full of the Hybrid Tea Roses. However, I never set one in the garden under two years of age.

PLANTING 


The plants should be put in the ground immediately upon their arrival. If it is impossible 
_ to do this they can be kept in a cellar or in a moderately warm place protected from the wind 
and the sun. Set them upright to admit free circulation of air and be careful not to allow the 
/ roots to become dry. 


When ready to plant remove the Sphagnum Moss which is placed around the roots to keep 
them damp. Then plant them a trifle deeper than they were growing in the pots before shipping. 
| This can be determined by an examination of the plants for there will be a mark on the stem 
_ left by the soil in which they were grown. Plant them in a natural position and give plenty of 
water. Shade for a few days if the sun is hot. 


Dingee pot grown own root Roses can be planted at any season of the year because they are 
ready to send forth new growth and new roots at all times. 


DISEASES AND INSECTS 


Mildew and Black Spot are the two diseases which give the most trouble to Rose growers. 
_ Mildew is shown by a grayish crinkling appearance of the leaves and usually occurs after a change 
| in the temperature. It can be checked to a certain extent by sprinkling the leaves with powdered 
| sulphur immediately after it appears. If this does not check it, dissolve one ounce of potassium 
| sulphuret in two gallons of cold water and apply as a fine spray. Black Spot is a fungus disease 
| appearing as a black spot upon the leaf which eventually turns yellow and falls. One of the 
| best preventives is spraying in April with Bordeaux Mixture before the foliage has developed. 
| Another remedy for this disease is Fungtrogen which is offered elsewhere in this catalog. 


| _ Insects can be controlled and have to be controlled to haye proper results from the Roses. 
| [t is a simple matter to check the ravages of insects by peceying. Elsewhere in this book will 

be found tested sprays for the various kinds of bugs—Insectrogen, Black Leaf 40, Tobacco 
Soap, etc.

Decorative House Ferns 


Use a soil composed of five parts; two parts of good garden soil, two parts of finely screened 
peat or leaf mold from the woods, and one part sharp, clean sand. Place some broken pieces 
of pots or crocks and some charcoal in the bottom of each pot for drainage. Judgment should 
be exercised in watering. On warm days they should be syringed at least twice. Never allow 
them to become too dry. Thrips, red spider and mealy bug are easily prevented by a properly 
moistened atmosphere, also by spraying of foliage once a week with tobacco water, made the 
consistency of weak tea, and increased or diminished in strength as occasion demands.
